Eing deſirous to ſee the famoug 
Congreſs at the Hague, where the 
King , to the immortal Glory of 
the Engliſh Nation, was to be met 

, by moſt Princes of the German Empire, and 
amongſt them ,. by thoſe that make the 
greateli figure in it 3 where the ableſt and 
moſt refin*d Miniſters of Exrope, in the illuſtri- 
ous ſight of ſo many Potentates, were to fig- 
nalize their Eloquence, Experience, Counſels, 
Skill in Politicks, Faith, Zeal, and what elſe 
could make them recommendable to the Wi- 
{eſt and Moſt Diſcerning of Princes in the Uni- 

\ſ verſe : Being, I ſay, impatient to ſee this Au»

the 3oth. 169%, and arriv'd at Harwich the 
31ft at Night, It was certainly in- the worlt 
Seaſon for Travellers, and in the worlt Wea- 
ther of that Seaſon. The Rain that had laſt- 
ed ſeveral days, and did "ſtill continue, ac- 
companied by a very high North-caſt Wind, 
gave ys-but a very melancholy proſpec of our

Meſſenger was arriv'd 
from Her Majeſty, with the Particulars of my 
Lord Preſfton's and his Complices Trial z and I 
fancy, with ſomewhat of greater conſequence, 
and that required a greater expedition 3 That 
he had expreſs Orders to depart immediately 
and though it was a hazardous enterprize to 
put to Sea at a time, when thoſe that were 
upon it would certainly wiſh themſelves, tho 
with the loſs of all that was leſs dear to them 
than their Lives, to be a Shore z; yet he could

Prince Charles Rrudolphe of Wirtemberg, Bro- 
ther to that brave General that Commands 
the Auxiliary Troops of Denmark in Ireland, 
was then at Harwich, waiting for the firft op- 
portunity to go over into Holland. This 
Prince, tho in the prime of his Age, being 
but Twenty three years old , had already 


| - given great proofs of his Courage and Con- 


duc, during three Campaigns in Moree, be- 
ing Collonel of one of the Regiments the 
Prince Regent of Wirtemberg, his Couſin, had 
ſent to the affiſtance of the Republick of 
Venice ; but being informed (as the News of 
great and Noble Enterpriſes is ſoon ſpread 
over the World,,) That the King was going 
himſelf to Hcad his Army in Ireland, he im- 


| mediately refolv'd to leave thoſe ungratetul

Three of the boldeſt of them , allured by

The Prince of Wirtemberg, my Lord Fohn 
Hamilton, the Young Marquels de 12 Barre, and 
I, with ſome other Gentlemen, went to the 
next Inn,' where we found ſome little Refreſh- 
mients' the Cotintrey could afford ; and how 
litele (bever-the reputation of a Turf-Fire in 
Englaid be, yet I am fiire we found it very 
comfortable. From H-tverſlvys we went to the 
Brill, from thence to Maſdandſlays, being about 
three hours a croſſing the Maſe, by reaſon of 
the Ice that was floating upon it , and 
through which we were ford to make our 
way 3 and towards Night we arrived at Rot- 


eerdam. 

Walking through one of the fincſ Streets of 
that City, I ſaw ſome little Remains of a 
Houſe belonging to the Heer Nifelt, the chief 
Magiſirate of that Place, that was ſome time 
ago raz'd to the Ground by the Multitude upon 
this occaſion. One being made Enſign of the 
Militia of the City, wasaccompanied by ſome 
of his Friends, carrying ſome Galons of Rhi- 
niſh to the Guard-Houſle, in order to treat the

of that Place, Some Officers of the Cuſtom» 
Houſe meeting thera jn the Street, offered to 
ſcize the Wine, under pretence that they had 
not paid the Exciſe z and tho they were told 
that it was upon}an occaſion that excus'd them 
from paying it, yet a quarrel aroſe, in which 


one ot the Officers of the Cuſtoms loſt his Life: 


They did not fail to ſecure one of the Compa-- 


ny and though the Crime could not be poſi- 
tively faſten'd on him, yet the Scone (which is 
the Name of the Chick Magiſtrate) ſentenc'd 


him'to have his Head cyt off, which was done 


accordingly. The man had a good Reputation 
among(i all hisNeighbours,and diedwith a maſ- 
culine Conſtancy, temper'd by a Chriſtian Humis 
lity : He told the People, that tho noman could 
poſitively ſay he had committed the Crime for 
which he (uffer'd, yet he himſelf could not fay 
neither, that he had not done it: He prayed 


fervently, and theo ſubmitted to the- Stroke, 


that depriving him of his Life, gave birth to 
the moſi dangerous Monſter in a Body Politick. 
It was reported, That the Scout had a pique a» 
gainſt this man, for having once hindered the 
advancement of ſome Afﬀairs, that he thought 
might have turn'd to his advantage : Some 
pretended to have heard him ſay, That if ever 
he had the good luck to fall into his clutches, 
he would remember him for his Kindneſs;

-and'by goin their trength did increaſe; It 


was obſetwd that the Womien were the moſt 
forward; beating ſome ruſty Kettles for wane 
of Drums, *and by that homely Noife 'encou- 
raged: the weaker Men to. do Miſchief; In 
ſhort, the Houſe was pulled down in 'a mo- 
ment, and the Scout and his Son did narrowly 
eſcapethe fury of the-Mobb, by changing their 
Clothes-with two Soldiers of Baron Friekſom's 
Regiment; that bythe order of the States was 
advanced to appeaſe the Tumult.

The StruQure of them is indeed noble and 
magnificent, and ſeveral of the Inſcriptions 
anſwerable to the Dignity of the Subject; 
but whereas they are very numerous,l had nei- 
ther leiſure nor humour enough to copy them: 
I ſhall only give you a ſhort deſcription of cne 
of the Arches that ſtands neareſt to the Court, 
by which you may gueſs atthe reſt. 


This Arch is builded according to the 1rali- 
en ArchiteQure, in a Dorick Order. It has 
three Portals, the middle of which is higher 
than the Body of the Structure it (elf : It is a- 
dorned on both ſides with ſixteen Columns, 
ſtanding upon large Baſements, that are ſepa- 
rated from the main Building, each Baſement 
— two of the ſaid Columns. The 
middle Portal has a very large Cupulo, and

upon it ſtands a Pedeſtal, upon which the 
King is repreſented on Horſeback to the lite, 
Man and Horfe very richly gilded. At each 
fide of the Pedeſtal there are-couchmg two 
Slaves in a Braſs Collar, turning their Backs 
towards itz and the main Body is fo artifcial- 
ly painted, that it appears to be-made out of 
Stone: In each Field between the Columns 
there are in Black and White repreſented molt 
of His Majetty's Glorious Actions: Over the 
Corniſh is raiſed a Ballafter of the ſame Order, 
with ſixteen Pedeſtals dire&ly above the Co- 
lumns, ſupporting Statues that repreſent to 
the life promiſcuoufly Men and Women, and 


round the Cupulo are writ theſe following 
Words.

His Majeſty had before, and did after -his 
ublick Entrance conſtantly affiſt the reſpe&> 
ive Aſſemblies of the States-General-; the 
States of Holland, and the Councel 'of the 
State, employing all ' his Minutes to the di 
ſpatch of ſich Afﬀairs, as were moſt conducing 
to the Safety and Pxofperity of the Com- 
mon-wealth in particular, and in general to 
the advancement of the Common Cauſe, 


In a Speech the King: made at his firſt ap- 
pearance at the Aſſembly of the States-Gene- 
ral, he told them, That © when he ſaw them 
© laft, he had inform'd them, that he was re- 
© ſoly'd to croſs the Seas to reſcue three King- 
* doms from Popery and Slavery 3 That God 
© Almighty had bleſt his righteous Undertak- 
© ings. in ſo fignal a manner, that his Succe(s 
© had been beyond his ExpeRations, nay, and 
© beyond his Wiſhes tov. That England: and 
© Scotland had offered Him their Imperial 
© Crowns, which he had accepted, not, as he 
© call'd God to witnels,to ſatisfie his Ambition, 
© but to be in a better capacity to maintain the 
© Proteſtant Religion, and a laſting Peace and 
© Tranquility in theſe Kingdoms, and to affilt 
© his Confederates, and eſpecially this State, a- 
© gainſt the. powerful incroachments of France. 
© That he was now come accordingly into theſe 
© Provinces,not only to Concert with his _—_ 

© the 
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< the Meaſures that were to be taken the next 
© Campaign, but to exerciſe alſo with all imagi- 
©nable application theCharge of Captain-Gene- 
© ral of the United Provinces. That he was 
© in hopes God Almighty would make uſe of 
©him as an Inſtrument to confound the malici- 
<ous and dangerous Defigns of the Enemy, to 
<turn off the Danger from their Heads, and to 
© reeſtabliſh an Univerſal and laſting Peace in 
© Europe. That He ſhould die with the grea- 
© teſt ſatisfaGion in the World, if he could 
© compaſs thele Deſigns. He concluded his 
© Speech with ſome tenderAfſurances of his un- 
© alterable Love to the State,and it was anſwe+ 
© red accordingly. 


The firſt thing the King did, was the regu- 
lating the Dztch-Fleer, declaring, that his In- 
tention was, it ſhould be commanded by Ad- 
miral Tromp. It is not 'eafily expreſt how 
much his Royal Pleaſure was applauded by the 
States, and what univerſal Rejoicings it cau- 
ſed amongſt all ſorts of people. 


Lieutenant Admiral-General Tromp, Son to 
that famous Hero, that from a fimple Mariner 
rais'd himſelf to the next to the chiefeſt Com- 
mand in the State, is a Man of a:full Stature

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Denmark, , had in ſpight of his Virtue and 
Valour , loſt all the ſfirong Places of his 
Kingdom; Coppenhaguen the Capital City , 
and fole Remainder of that unfortunate 
Countrey, was beheged by vSca and 
Land by the Swede: , and though the 
Citizens behav'd themfclves to a Mi- 
racle, animated by the preſence of their 
Royal Sire, and the whole Royal Fa- 
mily, yet they mutt have given way 
at laſt to a valorous and ſucceſsful E- 
nemy. *Tis ſaid, That the Swedes, ſure 
of the prize, had already divided amongſt 
them the Quarters of that City, and that 
ſome ungenercus Counſellors of the Enc- 
my did deſign the Royal Progeny for a 
Vidim to ſecure the Conqueli ; when up- 
on a ſudden a numerous Fleet of the States, 
Commanded by Tromp , appeared in the 
Sound.

Some few days after His'Majeſty had nomi-

The Two Princes had been kept Five 
years in Priſon z and the Protetiant Re- 
ligion was as many years nearer to its 
ruine , when brave Maxrice of Saxony, 
having ſecretly rais'd an Army , ſurpriz*d 
the Emperor fo ſuddenly at Inſpruck, , 
that though he himſelf did eſcape , 
yet the Captive Princes were ſet at Li- 
berty, and Ferdinand the Emperor's Bro- 
ther, and King of the Romans , made a 
Priſoner. 


It was, indeed, a ſudden Change, and that 
may well be tank*'d amongſt the brighteſt 
bleſſings of that Miraculous Providence, that 
till now , with ſo much follicitude and 
care , has preſerved and advanced the 
Proteſtant Religion.

by his Highneſs Landgrave Charles , upon 
whole occalion 1 have made this little ex- 
curſion , not only to give you a hint of 
the Power of his Houſe ; but to ſhew alſo 
what great obligations all Proteſtants have 
to his llluſtrious Family. 


The laſt of all the Princes that arriv'd at 
the Hague, wer? their Highneſles the Dukes 
of Lnenbourg-Zell , and Brunſwig-Wollfem- 
Enttel. The fiſt being hindred by ſome in- 
diſpolition , did not arrive till March the 
firſt, and the fecond few days after it. George 
Wiliam, Duke of Brunſwig and Lanenbourg- 
Zell "was born in the Ycar 1624, February 
the 16th, and conſequently has paſt the 
67th Year of his Age. ' Thoſe that are 
acquainted with the Hiſtory of his glorious 
Lite ; that know, that he has ſeveral times 
bated the Heforing Monarch, routed his 
Armies, and that one of the greateſt and 
moſt experienced Mareſchals of France - was 
forc'd to follow his Triumphal Chariot , 
could not but infinitely be pleaſed with the 
fight of this venerable Old man; for it 


ſeems, that being inured to Fatigues, 
and uſed to conquer, he can now be 
overcome by nothing; nay, not by Age 


it ſelf. His Body is {till vigorous, his PÞ

Judgment clear and found, his Thoughts 
firong and uncontined ; he apprehends till 
as quick as he ſpeaks, and far from that 
ſowernels of Temper, that molt commonly 
attends the Infirmities of Ancient Perſons ; 
he awakens and rejoices the hearts of all 
thoſe that approach him, by a ſmiling 
Countenance, ſo unuſual, yet fo well 
becoming to a Great Age. His Court is 
certainly one of the molt refined in Germa= 
ny. His Minifters have acquird them- 
{elves that ſolid Reputation, but . few in 
Exrope can pretend toz and as they are 
capable to form and to concert , fo he has 
a General, that at the head of a well 
diſciplin'd Army , can as bravely execute 

great Deſign, 


I cannot forbear to ſay, That of all the 
Reſpedts paid to His Majeſty, during - his 
ltay at the Hague, by fo great and illuftri- 
ous Princes, that of his Highneſs the Duke 
of Zeſ, muſt needs make the deepeſt and 
ſtrongeſt Imprethons on ſober and thinking 
men. It will be faid perhaps, That moſt 
of the reſt being young, valiant, and 
mbitious of that Glory his Majeſty has - 

ind by ſo many great and hazardous 
nterprizes z they were come to adorn the

Triumphs of the Hero of our Age, out of 
meer Galantry; but to ſee ſo Wiſe and 
Old a Prince that has. outlived ſo many 
various Changes and Revolutions in Errope, 
and that conſequently has got ſuch an Ex- 
perience, that far from being taken up by 
outward ſplendid Appearances, he is able 
to look into the very bottom of the De- 
fign, and to weigh each particular  Cir- 
cumitance of it 3 I fay, to ſee ſuch a 
Prince to undertake a tedious Journey in 


ſo rough a Scaſon, in order to wait on, | 


and to conſult with his Majeſty, and to 
pay him all imaginable reſpe&t in 1o ex- 
traordinary a manner, is a thing that will 
convince the moſt obſtinate, that William 
the Third is univerſally look'd upon as 
the great and bleſſed Inſtrument in the 
hand of God to reſcue Ewrope out of the 
inſatiable hands of its cruel Oppreſlor ; 
to maintain. in, or to reftore opprels'd 
Princes to their Rights, and to eſta- 
bliſh once more a Solid and Univerſal 


Peace, 


And theſe were the chiefeſt Princes that 
did in Perſon concert with his Majelty the 
meaſyres of the approaching Campaign. 
it was indeed a glorious Sight , and that 


could 
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could not but pierce the Souls of all thoſe 
that have a true love and veneration for 
His Majcſiy, to fee ſo many great Princes 
daily come to Court, to paſs through the 
crouded Antichambers, and to go into 
that facred Cloſet, where the Fate of Er- 
rope was to be decided. To write the 
Hiſtory of what has palt there, would be 
worthy of the moſt Eloquent and Retin'd 
Pens of our Age, and it would be a 
Piece that would without douht ſurpaſs all 
that has been to this time writ in Polt- 
ticks; but it is as yet a Myliery, an{I 
dare ſay, a Myſtery to the very Minitters 
and Plenipotenciaries themtelves, and that 
nothing but Time, and I hope the next 
Campaign, will unravel, 


The moſt uſual time to go to Court, 
was between Twelve and One a Clock in 
the Afternoon; and between Eight and 
Ten a Clock at Night; end they that 
walk't to Court a foot, at this time, as they 
were deafned by the continual Noiſe of an 
endleſs number of Coachesz fo thcy were 
forced to be in a- continual motion, and to 
turn from one fide to another to give way 
to their numerous and clamorous Attendan- 
ces. The moſt confiderable Princes were 
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fon known, or cþlſe eaſily diſtinguiſhed 
by their Livery and Attendance 3; and when 
they were going or coming, notice, was 
given to the Sziſs-Guards, who immedi- 
ately ranged thgmſclves in the Form of a 
Halt-mqgon , having one of their Officers 
at their Head, and both Wings of the Door 
that gave entrance to the Anti-chamber 
were open'd , though this laſt Honour was 
alſo granted to Foreign Miniſters', and 0- 
ther perſons of Quality , eſpecially if the 
Sriſſers had been well remembred, The 
Princes paſſing through the Anti-chambers, 
were attended by their Miniſters, ſome 
walking before, and ſome behind them ; 
and at Night one of his Majeſty's Gen- 
tlemen Ulhers carried the Candle before 
them. In His Majeſty's Apartment the 
King and the Princes were all ftand- 
ing, and bare-headed. They called the 
King , Towr Maj:ſty, and the King call'd 
Them þy that Name that is uſually gi- 
ven, by Kings to Sovercign Princes z - but 
His Highneſs, the Duke of Zell, had 
the Honour to be called Father by His Ma-

There 
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There was none of the Princes , but 
that did immediately upon his Arrival at 
the Hague, wait on the King 3 the 
moſt conliderable of them, had the Ho- 
nour to have their Viſits paid by His 
Majeſty, and they reccived Him in the 
Street at , and conducted Him again to 
his Coach. At Court the King dined 
always alone z and when he treated 
ſome of the Princes, it was in one 
of his Palaces that are out of the Hague, 
and the moti conliderable of them had 
the honour to treat him alſo at their re- 
ſpective Palaces, where they did re- 
tide, At His Majeſty's entrance into the 
Dining-Room, there was. at firſt fovind 
but one Cover laid upon the Table for 
the King ; a-little while after it, there 
was . another laid for the Prince , that 
did , or that was treated z and they be- 


ing both ſet down, his Majeſty gave a, 
Wink to fſuch* Perſons of Quality as 


were to have the honoux to dine .with 


Him. 


When His Majeſty drunk a Health , He 
named it ſoftly to the Prince, who did 


the ſame to his Neighbours , and fo it went 
round, 
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ound, and the Trumpers did only ſound 
when the King and the Prince were 
ra drinking. One Sunday the King treat- 
e& the moſt Conſiderable Princes at 
Sorgflit (a Houſe His Majeſty has given 
to my Lord Portland) -from ' thence they 
went to Shevelinguen z And being about 
Five a Clock in the Afﬀternoon, re- 
turn'd to the Hague, they ' went to 
the Tour a la Mode. The Elecor of 
Bavaria was placed at His Majeſty's lett 
fide; the Flector of Brandenbourg at 
the right, and the Landgrave of Heſ- 
ſen, at the left-fhde in the foremoſt 
part of the Coach, being followed 
by the Duke, Adminiftrator of MWirtem- 
berg in another. There was an inhnite 
nimber of Coaches there, but they all 
ſtopp'd while His Majeſty was making 
the 'Round, The Tour 'a la Mode at 
the Hague, is very near the "Court, 
and certainly one of the belt contrived 
in Exrope, It goes firſt m a very 
long and ſireight Line, and at the 
end cuts to the right, into ano- 
ther, ſo that the Round makes a 
good Engliſh Mile. There are Rales 
made, and great Trees planted at an 
equal diſtance on both ſides, the = 
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dle being for perſons that walk on 
Foot, and the Coaches go round a» 


bout.

There were ſeveral Princes of the ſeve- 
ral Branches of the Great and Ancient Houſe 
of Naſſau at the Hague, who as they have 
diſtinguiſhed- themſelves by their own Illu- 
ſtrious Merits, ſo they made. a Figure fuita- 
ble to that Great Name. Time is too ſhort, 
and the defign'd Compals of this Rela- 
tion too narrow to ſpeak of cach of them 
in particular; yet I cannot forbear to ſay 


| ſomething of Prince Henry Caſimir of Naſſaw, 


Hereditary Stadtholder of Friſeland and 
Groninguen. He was Born in the Month of 
Fameary, 1667. He is a Prince of an ex- 
traordinary little and ſlender Stature , bur 
he has a vigorous Look ; and he is fo Va- 
liant , and fo Brave , that in all Reſpe& 
he deſerves to be called the Alexander of 
our Age. But fince the Dignity of Gover- 
nour of Friſeland and Groningwen, in which 
he did ſucceed his Father when he -was 
but Seven years old, has been made Here- 
ditary to him, and that it was brought 
about by ſome very remarkable means ; I 
think it will not be amiſs to make a ſhort 


Relation of it. Henrica Emilia , the _ 
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ceſs Dowager his Mother, was till ſupport- 
ing with her Authority and Counſels , the 
tender Age of her Illuſtrious Infant, when 
one Vander Vayen, a Minifter of great 
Learning , and a ſubtile Spirit, who had 
been exiled out of Zeland, his Native 
Country , for ſome Opinions of his , the 
Divines did not approve of , did arrive in 
Friſeland ; after he had for ſome years led 
a private and obſcure Life at Amſterdam , 
and having obtained the Liberty to Preach 
at Lewvarden before the Court, his frequent 
and elaborate Sermons, which he pronounced 
with an audible Voice, and _ an. humble 
Meen, accommodated to the genius of that 
Nation, had ſuch ſecret Charms, and made 
ſo unaccountable Impreſſions upon the Spi- 
rits of his Auditors', that they were uni- 
verſally applauded by thoſe that did , and 
that did not underſtand them. He imploy'd 
his private Hours' in teaching weak and 
ignorant Perſons the - Principles of the 
Chriitian Religion; and to thoſe that were 
of a greater Capacity . he explained the 
Myſerics of Philolophy and Divinity , al- 
ways..rctuling, to take Moncy for his pains, 
the molt charming of ' Aﬀronts in. that 
Country. He had a peculiar Art to convince, 
to perſwade, and to conquer the Hearts of 
* mote 


_- 
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thofe he converſed with, by ſome familiar 
Arguments 3 and as his Converſation was 
charming and eaſy , ſo it was too nice, 
and too refined for one that pretended 
to know nothing but the Greek and the He- 
brew. 


The Form of Government in Friſeland , 
is much like to what the Ancient Romans 
did obſerve in their conquered Provinces. 
The People is divided in Tribes, to each 
Tribe belongs a certain diſtrict of the Land, 
and they have each for their chief, one of 
the Nobles, that has the biggett Eftate, and 
the greateli Interelt in the Country, Upon 
ſome Emcrgency in the State, theſe No- 
bles have the Priviledge to colle& the 
Votes of the People, and they know how 
to diſpole them according to their Inclina- 
tion and Intereſt. They have no Obliga- 
tion to the Prince for their Charges, and 
conſequently may, without any hazard croſs 
his Defign, in caſe they are not well affet- 
ed, The only way to fecure the Princes 
Intereſt from ſuch troubleſome Attempts , 
was to make the Stadtholderſhip Heredi- 
tary z but fince that could not be done 
without leflening the Authority of the No- 
bles, it was look'd upon as impraQticable, 
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Vander Vayen was the firſt Man that dared 
to form the Deftign of it. He perſwaded 
the Princeſs Dowager to Inveſt him with 
the Title of Honorary Counſellor of the 
Prince ; and being authorized by that Cha- 
racer to advance his Maſter's Intereſt , he 
very cafily gain'd the Divines, who making 
it their Bulineſs in their Sermons to make 
the People mindful of the Great and Sig- 
nal Services the late Prince their Gover- 
nour had rendred them ,. and that they 
lay under the ſtrongett Obligation in the 
World to ſhew their Gratitude to the 
Prince his Son, worthy of ſo Great a Fa- 
ther, and worthy of their Love, by ſecuring, 
the Title of their Governour, to him and his 
Heirs for ever; they did firlt attentively hear- 
ken to, and in a little time as readily per- 
formed it, 


From the Governour of Friſeland, I come 
to the Governour of the Spaniſh Nether- 
lands , and with him I intend to conclude 
the Article of the Princes. The Marqueſs 
of Gaſtanaga , Governour and Captain-Ge- 
neral of the Spaniſh Netherlands , appeared at 
the Hagre with a numerous Court, and in 
a very ſplendid Equipage. He is faid to be 
a Man of Fortune, that has rais'd himſelf 

to 
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to that high Station by his great Merits ; 
and the latter part of this common iReport 
is abundantly juſtited by the great Eceem 
His Majeſty had for his Perſon. -To govern 
a Country that is at fo great a diſtance from 
its Monarch , » and ſo near to its Enemy, 
where moſt of the Inhabitants are fo inta- 
tuated by their Prieſts, that they had ra- 
ther be deſtroyed by a Catholick Enemy , 
than to be ſaved by a Proteſtant Friend , 
is indecd a very hard task, and they that 
blame the Marqueſs's Condud@ , are with- 
out doubt incapable to imitate it. As to 
his Perſonal Preſence, he exceeds in that 
very thing Lewis the 14th ; and the efteem 
a great many have for the latter upon that 
Score , will infinitely be lefſened by the 
fight of the Marqueſs of Gaſtanaga, He is 
indeed a graceful Spaniard, and it by the 
Governours Appearance one might reaſon- 
ably judge of the Conltitution of the Coun- 
try he Governs , it would be thought to 
be one of the tineft and beſt proportioned 
in the World. He was very frequently 
at Court, and had ſeveral private CLonte- 
rences with His Majettv , and his Eledo- 
ral Highneſs of Br2ndenb rg; but by reafon 
of the movements of the French Army in 
Flanders , he parted from the Hagae before 

his 
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his Highneſs the Duke of Zeal was arti- 
ved, Being upon his departure, a Gentle- 
man in His Majeſtys Name preſented him 
with a Couple of Horſes, which he 
received with great Joy and Reſpect, pre- 
ſenting the Gentleman with a Ring of 
great Value, he had drawn from his own 
Finger. 


They that have not been at the Hagae , 
and that know it to go under the Name 
of a Village, will hardly imagine how it 
could furniſh Palaces enough tor the En- 
tertainment of ſo many Great Prinices 
but when they will be informed, that be- 
fides theſe Princes, there was a conliderable 
number of Foreign Miniſters, Envoys Ex- 
traordinary, and Plenipotentiaries, never be- 
fore ſeen at one {ingle Monarch's Court, who 
being the Repreſentatives of their Princes , 
mult needs make a Figure anſ{werable to 
the Grandeur of that Name; T hey will cafi- 
ly fancy, that under the humble Name of 
a Village, Hague muſt nceds*have an Air of 
a Capital, nay of the once Capital City of the 
World. |

gorous, and, indeed, ſomewhat like that 
of an Eagle; inſomuch that they that 
have the fortune to fight under this brisk 
General, may in their Leader's Face dif- 
cover the figns of the Imperial Ban- 
ners. 

As there were Great and Renowned Ge- 
nerals at the Hague, ſo there was a ſimple 
Soldier, a Soldier of Fortune amongſt 
them, that was too remarkable to be paſt 
over 1n ſilence, I went once to dine at a 
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French Ordinary, where I found a great 
Company, and amongſt them a little Man 
in a Blne Coat, with a large Golden Lace, 
who at the Table was the only Man that 
entertained the Company ; He ſpoke of 
great Feats and Actions, of many Thou- 
ſands defeated by ſome few Hundreds, of 
firing and killing, of advancing, and never 
retreating ; and one asking him ſome news 
of a certain Collonel of the French Army, 
Him, laid he, I have killd with my own 
Hands ; and another, naming a French 
Lieutenant Colonel, To him, ſaid he, I 
gave Quarters, I had ſtrange Thoughts of 
this Man, and fome of them, I confeſs, 
were not to his advantage : When the 
Company riſing, and the little Stranger 
going out of the Room, I askK'd my 
Neighbour, who that Terrible Gentleman 
was, that had fo little dined, and fo much 
ſpoken; and I was ſurprized to hear him 
ay, that it was Monſieur Arnaud, the Fa- 
mous Miniſter of the Vaudox. 

This was enough to correct the ill Opini- 
on I had of his Diſcourſe, and to change 
it into a great eagerneſs to get into his Ac- 
quaintance; and ſeeing him return intothe 
Room, I inſenſibly engaged him to tell me 
ſome Particulars of the ſurpriſing ARions

of the Vaudois under his Conduct, which 
he did then, as I thought, with great Re- 
ſervedneſs and Modeſty, I being now, 
perhaps, as much pre-poſſeſs'd in his Fa- 
vour, as I was before againſt him. After 
all, he telling his Stories without a dil- 
guiſe, and without modeſtly pafling over 
his own Exploits, did confirm the Truth 
of the Character that was given me of the 
Sincerity and Plainneſs of the Vaudos , 
Courteous Breeding, and a Nice Behavi- 
our, being their leaſt quality. Indeed fu- 
ture Ages will hardly believe , that a ſim- 
ple Miniſter, at the head of a handful of 
oppreſt and ſtarved Wretches, was not on- 
ly capable dutifully to oppoſe the forced 
Cruelties of their own unwilling and dear 
Tyrant, but to check the Power of Lews 
the Fourteenth, to defeat great numbers 
of his beſt Troops, and to maintain his 
Soldiers, his Countrymen, his Friends, his 
Brethren, his Children, his All, in the 
grateful poſlefliion of their dear beloved 
Valleys. 

He was now come to the Hague, as En- 
voy from this wonderful People, to pro- 
ſtrate himſelf at his Majeſty's Royal Feet, 
and to implore the continuance of his 
powerful ProteRtion and afliltance, in - 

er 
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der to make them more capable to fighe 
for, and to defend their good and gracis 
ous Maſter: And *tis ſaid, that His Maje- 
ſty, in conſideration of his great Service, 
was pleas'd to make him a Colonel of one 
of the Regiments he deſign'd to ſend to 
his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Sawoy's 
afliſtance. 


And thus much of thoſe Great and Illu- 
ſtrious Foreigners that were at the Hague. 
I ſhould now ſay ſomething of His Ma- 
jeſtics Court, and thoſe great Perſons that 
did compole it, if I were to write to any 
other Nation but the Engliſh. "They know 
them too well, by reaſon of their great 
Birth, Wealth and Merits, co need to be 
told, that they made a grea: Figure at the 
Hague; and to name Norfolk, Ormond, De- 
worſhire, Dorſet, Nottingham, Monmouth , 
&c. is to write an Elogy of the Engliſh 
Nobility. And I do not queſtion but 
ſome ingenious German or other, will ob- 
lige his Countrey by writing about ſo 
great and ſplendid a Subjet; and the ra- 
ther, ſince I have ſeen many of them, re- 
nowned for their Parts and Learning, to 
be very induſtrious and inquiſitive abour

Some of them are Perſons of an extra- 
ordinary Preſence ; and ſome eſpecially 
being diſtinguiſh'd by the Garter, they 
were as much reverenced by all Foreign- 
ers, when they paſt through che Anti- 
chambers, as the greateſt Princes and Ele- 
&ors were by the Engliſh. 

The Right Reverend Father in God, 
Henry, Lord Biſhop of London, was one of 
hols that was moſt taken notice of, His 
Great and Noble Extraction , his Pi- 
ety , his obliging Behaviour towards 
all Perſons, and eſpecially his untainted 
Zeal for their Majeſties Intereſt and Per- 
ſon, have rendered his Name dear to all 
that have the happineſs to be Proteſtants, 
Foreigners as well as Engliſh: And they 
that hays ſeen him in His Majelties ow 

cham- 
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chamber, in his Velvet Gown, as they 
could not feed enough their Eyes on 1o 
Reverend an Objed, 1ſo they all agreed, 
that he was the trueſt and livelieſt Repre- 
ſentative of that great Church that has ſo 
vaſt a Reputation amonglt, and that is 
certainly one of the beſt ordered of all 
Proteſtant Churches in the World. In 
his Habit, they diſcovered that Ceremoni- 
ous Decency, that is ſo ſucceſsfully obſer- 
ved, and in the mild and benign Linea- 
ments of his Face, they read in Legible 
Characters that ſaving and peaceable Do- 
&rine, that according to the Rules of the 
Goſpel is ſo much preacht up by the 
Church of England. In fine , they all 
concluded him to be one of the great- 
eſt, and moſt deſerving Sons of fo bleſſed 
a Mother. 


As to Matters of Ceremony that were 
obſerv'd amongſt the German Princes, and 
the Engliſh Noblemen, there was no body 
put to the trouble to remove Difficulties. 
They freely paid and received, they recet- 
ved and paid their Viſits with a mutual fſa- 
tisfation; and theſe Two generous Nati- 
ons ſtriving to overcome each other in Ci- 
vility, made a grateful Contuſion of _ 
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different Characters. The Right Honour- 
able the Earl of Devonſhire gave very fre- 
quent Viſits to the Elector of Bavaria, and 
his EleQoral Highneſs did pay him every 
one of them. 

It ſeems, that as there is amongſt ſome 
Nations in Emurope, the French and the 
Spaniards, the Poles and the Moſcovires, 
the Swedes and the Danes, either a Na- 
tural or Eſtabliſhe Antipathy, fo there are 
no Nations in the World that ſympathize 
more than. the Germans and the Engliſh 
do. The ſame Freedom of Humour, the 
Gme Largeneſs of Soul , the ſame Cou- 
rage, the ſame Complexion , the ſame 
Vertues, and (I beg leave to fay ) the 
ſame Vices too, as they naturally in- 
cline and prompt them to a mutual Love 
and Friendſhipz ſo thoſe that are verſed 
in Hiſtory , and know that the one did 
deſcend from the other , ſeeing them to- 
gether, will hardly diſtinguiſh che Copy 
irom the Original. 


I conclude this Paper with the Pleaſures 
and Diverſions of the Hague : There were 
every Day Two Plays ated in Two difte- 
rent Play-houſes, one of Datch , and the 
other of French Comedians. The latter 
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are in his Highneſs the Duke of Zel's 
Service, by whoſe Order they were 
come to the Hague to divert that Illu- 
{trious Company. The Princeſs of Sax- 
en-Eyſenach, who was come to the Hague 
with the Prince her Brother, kept a Cer- 
cle every Night; and ſhe being cer- 
tainly one of the moſt beautiful. and ac- 
compliſhe Princeſſes in the World, all Per- 
fons of the higheſt Quality came fre- 
quently to pay her Homage , and the 
time was ſpent in pleaſant Diſcourſes. 
Thoſe that had a mind to play at 
Cards, fourd that Diverſion every Night 


at the Counteſs of Soiſſons her Lodgings.” 


This Lady has been a very great Travel- 
ler ; ſhe has been in Pars, Madrid, Lon- 
don, Bruſſels, the Hague, and is conſequent- 
ly fo well known, that I need not write 
her Hiſtory. She is one of Cardinal Ma- 
zZarin's Nieces, who married her to the 
Count de Soiſſens, a Prince of the Royal 
Blood in France, by whom ſhe had Three 
Children, the Count de Soiſſons, the Heir 
of his Father's Eſtate, Prince Philip, who 
enjoys great Benefices in France, to the 
value of Two Hundred Thouſand French 
Livres a year, and the brave Prince Eu- 


gene of Savoy , who has ſo much =_ 
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liz'd himſelf in the Imperial Army, and 
: who now is one of the Generals of the 
. Duke of Sawoy's Forces. The Currant 
: Money at Play were Engliſh Guinea's, 
- the German Ducats bcing too weak, and 
. the Spaniſh Piltols roo crooked to dare to 
- appear within fight of them. 
Hunting was alſo one of the Plex-

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parted from the Hague that Day, about 
Eight a Clock in the Morning, in order | 
to goto Lo; and his Electoral Highnels | 
of Bavaria, who was ſome few Days be- 
fore gone to Amſterdam, was to meet them 
on their way. The King was no ſooner 
gone, but every body did prepare for de- 
parture. There was every moment ſeen 
ſome parting Coach, or other, with Six 
Horſes , thundering through the Streets 3

art, 
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It was faid, His Majeſty did intend to 
ſtay but Four or Tive Days at Loo, and 
then ſtrait to return into England. I 
could cafily imagine, that by reaſon of 
His Majeſty's great and numerous Attend- 
ance, it would be very difficult for me to 
get a paſlage in the Fleet that was to 
conduct him over ; and being inform'd, 
that the Katherine and Soudike Yacht lay 
at Rotterdam, waiting for my Lord Dorſet | | 
and my Lord Monmouth, I parted from the 
Hague, March the 9th, and arrived at Rotter- 
dam at Night, 
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March the $:h, hearing that their Lord- 
ſhips were arrived, 1 went to the Cap- 
tain of the Scudike Yacht, belonging to 
my Lord Monmouth, deſiring him to inter- 
cede with his Lordſhip for my paſlage, 
which, upon the firſt word, was freely 
and generouſly granted. My Lord be- 


ing come on Board about 'Two a Clock 


in the Afternoon, we fell down the Ri- 
ver, and. pafling by the Katherine Yacht, 


* the ſaluted his Lordſhip with all her 


Guns. 


March the 9th, we had the unwelcome 
News, that the Gorcum, a Dutch Man of 
War, that was defign'd for our Convoy, 
could not be ready in leſs than Six or 
Seven Days time. We had a' very clear 
Sky, the Wind was fair, and fairer, per- 
haps, than ſome of our Waiters wiſhes ; 
for whatever they were, ſome of the 
Seamen of the Dutch Man of War were 
hang'd the next Day, for having revolt- 
ed againſt their Captain. 


Brill is not a Town that can pretend to 
divert impatient Travellers : Every body 
was thinking of means to get out of that 
ſolitary Place; and my Lord Monmouth, 
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whom all the World knows to be very 
Active, and of a Temper to deſpiſe all Pe- 
rils, had a good mind to venture over 
without a Convoy : At laſt he found a 
way to oblige two French Privateers ( the 
only name we ought to have been afraid 
of ) to ſecure our Paſſage. To ſpeak plain, 
there were two French Privateers, of ewen- 
ty Guns each, riding in the Maeſe , that 
had been taken by the Dutch, and being 
turned into Merchant men, and man'd with 
French Proteſtants, they were ready to ſet 
{ail for Port-a-pert ; by the help of a hand- 
tul of Guinca's they were prevailed with 
to accompany us to the Engl:ſh Coaſt : And 
my Lord Dorſet and M-. } harton being ar- 
1iv'd at the Brill in the Katherime-Yacht, 
and approv'd of our Defign, we fer fail 
about tour a Clock in the Afternoon. We 
were in all fix Sail, ewo Yachts, two Pri- 
vateers, and two Merchant-men, and the 
Katherine Yacth being the ſtout Admi- 
ral of our little Fleet, we hau theſe fol- 
lowing Orders ſent us from on Board 
of her. 


1. If we weigh Anchor in the Day» 
time, then we will hoiſt up our Topſail 
and fire a Gun; it in the Night, we will 

hang 
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hang out a Light in the Shrowds and fire 
a Gun. 


2. He that ſpies any Sail at Sea more 
than his own Company or Squadron, ſhall 
hoiſt and lower his Enſign as often as he 
ſhall fee Ships; if in the Night, then to 
make falſe Fires until he be anſwer'd wich 
the like. 


3. In caſe of thick and foggy Wea- 
ther, we will every quarter of an Hour 
tinckle our Bell, or fire a Gun now 
and then; which muſt be anſwer'd with 
the like , by every Veſlel, with a Mutl- 
quet, | 


4. If any loſe Company, and meect a- 
gain in the Day-time, he that 1s to the 
Windward ſhall hall up his Main-Sail, and 
keep it in the Brayls, until ſuch time as he 
as is to I ceward ſhall come up with 
um. 


5. If any make Land in the Day-time, 


he muſt hoiſt up his Enſign, and keep it 
out until he be anſwered. 
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6. If any ſpy Land or any Danger in 
the Night, he is to hang out two Lights 
more than he had before, and fire one 
Gun, and bear away, or tack from it. 


7. It we make Sail in the Night, we 
will hang out a Light at the Enſign-Staff; 
if ſhorten Sail in the Night, then we 
will fire one Gun without altering our 
Lights. 


We cou'd not get that Night out of 
the River, the Wind being very low, 
and the Tide ſpent, and we were forced 
to come to an Anchor about ſeven a 
Clock at Night, five or ſix Miles beyond 
the Brill, where we continued for two Days 
and two Nights together. 


March the 12th. We weigh'd Anchors 
early in the Morning, making uſe of a 
freſh Gale that blew North-eaſt, inſomuch 
that having advanced that Day and the 
following Night, we came the next Morn- 
ing within two Leagues of Marget. 


March thz 13th. The Sea was extreme- 
ly calm, yet the Katherine-Yacht making 


uſe of her Oars, and we ſtriving to fol- 
low 
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low her, we came at laſt ſo neat the Shoar, 
that my Lord Dorſet and Monmouth, with 
their Company, thought fit to land in their 


Barges. 


March the 14th. A thick Fog hindred 
us to gain the River; but towards Night 
we weigh'd Anchor 3 and having weigh'd 
and caſt them out again for ſeveral times, 
acording as the Tides ferv'd, it being the on- 
ly means by which we advanc'd, we ar- 
riv'd March the 16th. at Greenwich, and from 
thence we went to London. 
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
